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Often regarded as the first true punk-rock group, the 
Ramones were an American punk band whose music 
influenced later generations of punk bands. Their story 
begins in Queens, NY, where the band members took their 
musical influences (The New York Dolls, The Stooges) and 
channeled them to create their own songs. 

While most of the band members had been involved in 
various bands since the late 1960's, nothing stuck. The 
original band members included Jeffrey Hyman (Joey 
Ramone), John Cummings, (Johnny Ramone), Douglas 
Colvin, (Dee Dee Ramone), and Richie Stern. Colvin came 
up with the idea to use stage names, and used the name 
Dee Dee Ramone to check into hotels. 

With that, the band was born and became the Ramones. 
However, because the majority of the band members could 
not sing and play an instrument at the same time, they 
were left with a vacant drummers seat. The Ramones 
long-time aquaintance and manager, Thomas Erdelyi, knew 
how to play the drums and could honestly play their songs 
better than anyone else. He joined the band as Tommy 
Ramone. 

On March 30th, 1974, the Ramones played their first show 
at the Performance Studio in New York City. In the 
beginning, their songs were typical of the burgeoning punk 
subculture and were played very fast and were very short. 

It became apparent in the early 1970's that a new music 
scene was beginning to emerge, and clubs like CBGB's were 
inhabited by many of the emerging 70's bands who 
preferred to play on the Lower East Side of Manhattan. The 
Ramones were notorious for their shows at CBGB's, and 
often played their set twice because it was so short. 

They gained a fair amount of attention from their 
performances at CBGB's, and as such were signed to a 
recording contract with Sire Records in the fall of 1975. 
Their debut album, Ramones, was produced on a very low 
budget of only 6.400 dollars. 



Outside of New York, their band was met with less than 
favorable reactions. When they began touring England 
however, the Ramones effort began to pay off. Their tours 
of England influenced later generations of UK punk bands, 
but they were met with considerably less fanfair when they 
returned to their home country - their subsequent two 
albums failed miserably. After this, Tommy left the band 
and was replaced with Marc Bell, who then became Marky 
Ramone. 

In 1979, after the bands appearance in Roger Corman's 
Rock 'n' Roll High School, accomplished producer Phil 
Spector became very interested in the band and produced 
their 1980 album End of the Century. The album failed to 
garner attention from the public, as did their subsequent 
follow up albums. By this point, the Ramones were 
struggling to maintain their identity as the frontrunner of 
the punk music scene. 

The band went through several member changes during 
the prolific 1980's and 90's, the first being Marky Ramone 
who was fired in 1983 due to his addiction to alcohol. 
Richard Reinhardt (Richie Ramone) replaced Marky during 
this time, and the band recorded three albums before 
Richie left the band in August 1987, 

Clem Burke (known as Elvis Ramone) from Blondie replaced 
Richie, but he only lasted two shows before a sober Marky 
Ramone reappeared and asked to join the band once 
again. This was a blessing in disguise, becase Burke's 
drumming style did not mesh with the standards the 
Ramones had for their musical sound. 

Shortly afterwards, Dee Dee Ramone left the band to 
pursue a solo career as a rapper, and was replaced by 
Christopher Joseph Ward (C.J. Ramone) in 1989. C.J. 
remained with the band until their breakup, but Dee Dee 
continued to provide lyrics to the band for use in their 
songs. In 1995, the Ramones finally recorded their last 
studio album, AdiosAmigos! 

It seemed inevitable that the band would eventually break 
up, especially given the tension between Johnny and Joey 
Ramone. After their stint in 1996's Lollapalooza festival, the 
Ramones disbanded. While the reasons behind the bands 
breakup are shrouded in a bit of mystery, their breakup was 
determined to be due to personality clashes and frustration 
at their lack of mainstream success. 

Johnny was also reported to have drug problems, but only 
admitted that he was a heavy drinker throughout the 
majority of the 1980's. Their final show occurred August 
6th, 1996 at the Palace in Hollywood. Then, in 2002, the 
band was inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
where Johnny, Tommy, Marky, and Dee Dee spoke on 
behalf of the band. Two months after this appearance, Dee 
Dee died of a heroin overdose. 

The bands history may have been incredibly tumultuous, 
but there's no doubt that their musical works influenced 
untold later generations of punk bands. While the Ramones 
may not have garnered the mainstream success they'd 
hoped for, their music continues to live on and inspire 
musicians and fans alike.

10 Tahun Sebelum Merdeka ni? Di mana dari proses 
research sehingga ke filem yang siap sepenuhnya? 

Sebab filem ni aku bikin cara genla & cara DIY, ambik 
masa lama sikitlah nak siapkan. 2 tahun research, 6 bulan 
produksi. Lagipun aku belajar sendiri macamana nak buat 
filem, bukannya ada pengalaman sebelum ni. Beruntung 
aku sebab masa produksi ada comrades untuk tolong. 
Masa shooting kat Kajang & Penang dulu kawan aku Imri 
handle kamera, Tajjaga sound & Mark tolong drive & 
menyemak. Masa shooting kat Ipoh & Kuala Kangsar 
puiak, Ebrahim handle kamera, Kecik jaga audio. Krew aku 
2-3 orang je. Semua amatur macam aku kecuali Imri & Taj 
yang pro. Editing aku buat sendiri kat rumah. Belajar 
sendiri jugak. Guna laptop ajelah. 

Macamana kau dapatkan orang-orang yang nak di 
interview? Mereka setuju terus untuk di interview 
atau bagaimana? 

Yahya Nassim (naib bendahari Parti Kebangsaan Melayu 
Malaya) dan Hashim Said (pemimpin Angkatan Pemuda 
Insaf) aku dapat nombor telefon mereka dan Siti Nor, 
anak Hamid Tuah. Zainuddin Andika (anggota Angkatan 
Pemuda Insaf) aku dapat tahu dari Hashim Said yang 
tinggal sejengkal dari rumah dia kat Kuala Kangsar.

Cabaran dia ialah... aku tak reti nak buat filem 
lah.(tergelak). Aku banyak buat kesilapan. Ye lah, tak 
pernah buat kan? Asasnya aku banyak belajar dari tengok 
dokumentari orang lain. Beli DVD ke download, 
macam-macam dokumentari aku layan. Aku Cuba 
pecahkan structure, macamana dorang susun cerita dan 
edit semua. Tapi tu lah, tak semudafi yang aku sangka.

Ada sebab tersendiri ke kenapa kau pilih band-band 
seperti Sex Pistols dan The Ramones untuk 
background music dalam filem ni? 

Sebelum ni aku agak risau tentang penerimaan diorang. 
Lebih-lebih lagi sebab sejarah dalam buku teks semua dah 
labelkan politik kiri ni sebagai penjahat kan? Sebagai 
penentang! Stigma tu masih kuat Tapi setakat ni respond 
sangat positif. Terbukti budak-budak sekarang ni 
berfikiran terbuka, lebih kritikal dan boleh buat penilaian 
sendiri, tak termakan propaganda kerajaan yang berat 
sebelah. Muzik punk memang muzik yang political yang 
aku fikir sesuai untuk filem ni.

KL, PJ, Penang, JB, 
Ipoh, Alor Star, Kota Bharu, Kuala Terengganu... Semua 
DrY, semua free. Macam underground gig, aku kenalah 
buat cara DIY... kena cari tempat, cari equipment 
(komputer, projektor, TV), keluar flyers, iklankan dalam 
blog, MySpace & Ricecooker. Sebab masalahnya mana ada 
pawagam yang nak tayang filem ni danjangan haraplah 
nak keluar TV. Kalau muzik DIY, korang ada ramai 
organiser yang boleh tolong organise gig. Masalah aku, 
scene filem DIY di Malaysia masih baru dan belum ada 
organiser. Sebab tak ramai orang yang buat filem sendiri. 
Kalau ada pun, tak ramai yang nak bawak filem dia pada 
rakyat. Banyak yang hantar ke festival filem luar negara 
aje. Jadi apa nak buat. DIY je lah. 

Apa komen kau pasal note dalam YouTube yang 
mengatakan "If you do one side of the story, it's 
propaganda but if there's two side of the story then 
it's documentary." 

Bagi aku, semua karya yang ada mesej yang nak 
disampaikan dan punyai agenda adalah propaganda, tak 
kira lah tunjuk sebelah pihak ke atau tunjuk kedua belah 
pihak. Kau terdedah pada propaganda tiap-tiap hari.. 
dalam suratkhabar, iklan dalam TV, di sekolah... Jadi aku 
akui memang filem 10 Tahun satu propaganda. 
Masalahnya kita fikir semua propaganda ni manipulate 
fakta dan menipu. Manipulasi kebenaran. Bagi aku 
kebenaran terletak pada penonton. Kamu yang decide 
sama ada nak percaya atau tidak. Kalau kau soal kenapa 
aku hanya tunjuk cerita pihak kiri dan tak masukkan sekali 
cerita pihak kanan... sebabya kita semua dah tahu cerita 
pihak kanan dalam media, buku teks sekolah, TV dan filem 
semua. So aku fikir buat apa nak repeat benda yang orang 
dah tahu, lebih baiklah cerita pasal benda yang orang tak 
tahu kan? 

Tolong ceritakan pulak tentang dokumentari terbaru 
kau yang akan keluar tak lama lagi. 

Dokumentari baru yang aku tengah buat sekarang ni pun 
pasal sejarah jugak. Masih pasal perjuangan politik radikal 
kiri. Sequel untuk filem 10 Tahun. Sambungan kisah 
perjuangan kiri lepas Perlembagaan Rakyat. Lepas Hartal 
Se-Malaya. Lepas penjajah British tindas perjuangan 
berperlembagaan radikal kiri. Lepas penjajah haramkan 



parti kiri dan tangkap pemimpin dorang bila penjajah 
isytihar Darurat tahun 1948. Filem ni akan ceritakan 
resistance golongan kiri bila dorang lari masuk hutan dan 
lancar revolusi bersenjata untuk halau penjajah British dari 
Malaya.

Generally, can you tell us a brief history of the 
underground scene in Bali? Who are the pioneers of 
the scene? 

About the brief history of underground in Bali, I dont know 
exactly. Kami tau underground sudah ada dan 
berkembang dari dulu di Bali. Underground di Bali, 
biasanya berkembang melaiui acara-acara underground, 
yang kebanyakan adalah acara-acara musik. Aliran-aliran 
underground yang umumnya di Bali saat ini adalah seperti 
Punk, Punk Rock, Oi, Metal, Hardcore, Hip Rock, Death 
Metal, etc. Setau kami, band-band underground yang 
punya peranan dalam perkembangan Underground di Bali 
"sedan 10 tahunan yang lalu, adalah: Criminal Asshole, 
Total Idiot, Reject, SID, Resistance, Mayyat. Internal 
Madness, etc. Mereka-merekalah yang setau kami, 
merupakan sesepuh-sesepuh Underground di Bali. 
And mereka-mereka tersebut adalah: 

1. Jayak {Criminal Asshole) in Chaos Punk 

2. Murinx (Criminal Asshole) in Chaos Punk 

3. Rah Mang (Total Idiot) in Chaos Punk 

4. Lolet (Reject) in Chaos Punk 

5. Jerinx (Superman is Dead) in Punk Rock 

6. Danu and Jhonny (Resistance) in Skinhead and Oi 

7. Mul (Internal Madness) in Black Metal 

...and aku ga begitu tau nama-nama mereka yang lain 
yang sangat berperan dalam Underground di Bali. Aku sich 
taunya cuma mereka-mereka yang di Punk aja. Kalo 
mereka yang di Metal, Hardcore, Death Metal, etc. 



How frequent do you guys have gigs in Bali? Is it hard 
to play in gigs? What's the common spot to put up 
gigs here? How much will the admission fee normally 
be? Do you guys have any problem with the authority 
there? Have your shows been harassed by police or the 
likes? 

Kita sering mein di event-event Underground di Bali. Tapi 
ga terlalu sering, menurut Event Organizer nya aja. Kalo 
kita diajak ya maen, kalo engga ya enggak. Hard ato 
enggaknya maen di event-event di Bali sih ga susah-susah 
amat. Awalnya, kami dulu maen dengan harus bayar 
administration lah, atau panitia suruhjual tiket, atau ikut 
audisi. Macem-macem lah. 

Trus, kalu masalah admission fee ya tergantung, Biasanya 
kalo temen-temen sendiri yang buat acaraya kita paling 
dapet uang transport, makan ma minum aja. Tapi kalo 
Event Organizer (EO) yg lain, ya tergantung juga. Mungkin 
kami juga harus lihat jaraknya, besar ato enggaknya acara 
tersebut. ya kayak gt deh. Rata-rata sich biasanya kita 
dapet Rp. 250.000 s/d 600.000 gitu. tergantung... 

About authority ya pastinya kita ada problem lah... Setiap 
acara-acara di Bali (mekipun itu Underground) harus 
mendapatkan surat izin dahulu, baru bisa diselenggarakan. 
Jadi pengawasan polisi di Bali itu ketat banget. 
Kalau masalah Polisi itu yach sering kita di harassed by the 
Police... Malahan Rubbish pernah ditahan di kantor polisi 
selama beberapa hari... Hanya karena isi lagu kami yang 
mengkritik kita malah di tangkap.

Rubbish petama kali dibentuk pada tanggal 23 Jura 2003. 
I'm str jerk the line up. Karena, akulah satu - satunya 
personel yang masih tetap sejak Rubbish pertama kali 
terbentuk. My current activity is working at the airport, in 
international departure. I am a staff of duty free shop 
(dfs)there. Ricky (vocal) work as a receptionist in Kontiky, 
Kuta. Kb_bastard (bass) work as a driver. Kalong (drum) 
work at Hyatt hotel as a bell boy. Wenk, our additional 
drummer also work at the airport as a spa therapist. 

Saat ini kitajarang manggung. karena kesibukan masing - 
masing. Selain itu, kita juga lagi ngumpulin dana buat 
album perdana kita, yang sudah kita garap lebih dari 6 
bulanan.

You said your genre(aliran) is dirty punk rock idealist. 
Can you elaborate on that? 

Okey... Our basic genre is Punk Rock. Then, because of 
Rubbish are identical with dirty, so we added 'dirty' as 
symbol of our genre. Dan, idealism berarti, meskipun 
penampilan. gaya hidup dan style kami not totally Punk 
Rock, tapi pemikiran dan jiwa kami adalah totaly Punk 
Rock. That's what we called idealism!! It is from soul, not 
just for a life style!! And finally our genre is Dirty Punk 
Rock Idealism... 

What's the story behind the name, Rubbish? 

Every name has their own history, so does us.. 
Rubbish dalam bahasa Indonesia berarti sampah. Sampah 
adalah sesuatu yang tak pernah diperhatikan dan selalu 
dianggap sesuatu yang tidak baik Sampah itu selalu 
terinjak - injak dan terbuang. 

Mungkin sebagian orang melihat sampah adalah seperti 
itu. tapi kami melihat sampah adalah sesuatu yang tak 
serendah itu. Kami sadar, sampahlah yang menyuburkan 
bumi pertiwi kita, sampahlah yang memberi penghidupan 
pada pemulung dan tukang sampah, dan sampahlah 
inspirasi kami. 

Selain itu, kami juga mengartikan bahwa rubbish adalah 
kumpuian bagi mereka orang-orang yang merasa 
terbuang, terinjak - injak dan tak pernah diperhatikan. 
Rubbish adalah wadah inspirasi kami untuk menyuarakan 
rasa kekesalan kami terhadap pihak yang memperlakukan 
kami selayaknya sampah Wadah bagi mereka yang 
menghargai arti persahabatan dan tempat bagi mereka 
yang mempunyai jiwa memberontak terhadap 
penyimpangan yang terjadi saat ini. Ketidak adilan, 
penindasan, kesewenang-wenangan, arogansi, fasisme, 
dan kebrutalan aparat. 

So that's why we named ourself as Rubbish. We try to see 
our dirty side first, before we judge someone's fault!!! 

How do you guys see the progress of underground or 
independent scene in Bali? 

Yahh... Umumnya sich saat ini, perkembangan musik 
underground di Bali sudah sangat pesat Buktinya, banyak 
grup underground Bali bisa terdengar sampai ke luar 
negeri.

Share us your brief band s history? Current members?

JERKYSUCKS is a die hard punk rock band from Denpasar 
city of Bali, Indonesia. By 1995, Ctoz bass player, 
songwriter and singer met his punk loving classmate 
DekWir the psycho drummer and Anand Ichigawa the 
killer guitarist to form punk band called Jerkysucks ( the 
name was taken from Ctoz dog called "JERKY" ). 
Jerkysucks music was inspired by American and British 
punk band such Noxf, Pennywise, Rancid, Social 
Distortion, Sex Pistols, Ramones, Motor Head, Misfits, 
Bad Religion, The Casualties and other. Jerkysucks also 
took inspiration from other music like reggae, jazz, blues, 
country and rock n' roll. 

In the mid of 1995, Jerkysucks won the battle of the 



band and started having strong fans base and good 
reputation to be one of Balinese punk band most 
recognized and respected. In May 1999 Jerkysucks had a 
break from Balinese punk rock music scene 
In late 2000, Jerkysucks surprised Denpasar punk rock 
scene by launching a debut indie self titled "Jerkysucks" 
album. By 2002, Jerkysucks released second indie album 
"Die Mother Fucker". The success of singles "Punk Rocks 
Not Dead", "I Hate Wakin' Up Early", "Die Mother 
Fucker", "Selamat Tinggal", "Kebunku" from first and 
second albums, made big impact for Jerkysucks. 
Jerkysucks started getting attention from local and 
national radio station, magazines and news paper. 
Jerkysucks holds punk rock D.I.Y movement in high 
regard (Jerkysucks refused a record contract offered 
from one of respected major label company in 
Indonesia). 

Jerkysucks trademark is Ctoz unic vocal with aggressive 
straight forward lyrics and simple fast punk chord with 
killer guitar lead melody and psycho fast drum beat. In 
August 2003, Jerkysucks released their third indie album 
" + 3" followed by a release of "Koboi Cengeng" Video 

Clip. Album " + 3" was a success in the market Our 

current members: DEK W1R TATTOO on Drum/Bac 
Vocal... .ANAND ICHIGAWA on Guitar/Bac.VocaL. and 
(My self) CTOZ PUNKKER on Vocal/Bass/Programmer/Djs 
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We have Bittersweet from Ipoh who has gone big, same 
like Hujan.

Boleh kongsi apa band yang influenced music FSF? 
Who's in the current line up? 

Iwan, Mat Pit dan aku, kami dengar macam-macam jenis 
band/music. Bad Religion banyak influenced kami musically 
and lyrically. Black Flag, The Misfits, The Ramones and Circle 
Jerks, kebanyakannya American bands from the 80 s la. 
Band-band yang baru pun banyakjugak. All these Crust, Ska 
Punks and everything Local bands macam The Pilgrims and 
Carburetor Dung and other early local underground bands 
of the 90's macam A.C.A.B, Second Combat, Dash Own 
semua tu... memang influence from the circle of friends 
jugak la. Influence dari zaman Sex Pistols, The Clash, 
Chumbawamba pun banyak jugak. 50's to 60's pun dengar 
macam JBob Dylan, Johnny Cash semua tu. Macam untuk 
aku, influence aku tak tersekat dengan genre. As long as 
they have good stories to tell and trigger me instantly. 
Macam Mat Pit, currently dia banyak dengar Ska Punk. So 
lepas Iwan terpaksa meninggalkan FSF kerana masalah 
waktu bekerjanya (graveyard shift). So the current line up 
now is Fael (Dum Dum Tak/Skunkfix) on guitar, Chot 
(Spermblast) on second guitar (intermittently), Mat Pit on 
drums and me on bass/vocal. 



Apa yang FSF buat sejak kebelakangan ni? 

Currently we start jam balik, compose and recompose a few 
songs sebab kami banyak hibernate dulu. Masing-masing 
sibuk dengan hal masing-masing.

If 
everything goes well than maybe before end of this year 
kami akan record a compilation of songs. FSF ada terlibat 
dengan compilation bertajuk Berikan Cinta Kepada Sesama, 
dan antara band lain yang telibat adalah Pusher, The 
Bollocks. Dum Dum Tak (Dum Dum Tak lagi...) dan 
Carburetor Dung dan banyak lagi la.

Singapore tapi sekarang kita dah ada bands yang bermain 
di Indonesia, Australia and Germany semua. The idea of 
punk is growing and the way of thinking tak macam dulu. 
Lebih berkembang dan lebih bijak. Mungkin sebab internet 
(kot) yang boleh bagi banyak source untuk kita, tak macam 
dulu di mana kalau nak dapatkan kaset kena tulis surat kat 
band tersebut, kena jadi pen pal dan sebagainya. So the Net 
really helped us in terms of networking with friends, people 
and distros. Banyakjugak bands yang terlibat dengan 
touring, sebagai contoh Plague Of Happiness yang bermain 
di seluruh negeri di Malaysia.

What's your struggle? 

Actually when FSF started, we are pretty pissed off with the 
surroundings intended us to be in Sungai Petani. Either kau 
jadi mat rempit, mat cintan or kau jadi pelepak tegar yang 
mengorat awek kilang. So we refused to be that la actually. 
The cliche-ness of life. Apa yang kami tulis adalah berkisar 
dari what's going on with our lives. Bila kami berpindah ke 
KL our songs are as a reaction towards our surrounding 
here in the city. Sebagai contoh, lagu I Survive In Kuala 
Lumpur. Masa tu baru berhijrah ke sini. Takde duit, takde 
kawan. Berebuat naik bas mini 60 sen. Bekerjar masa dari 
sini ke situ. So rasa seolah berada dalam satu system yang 
sangat rigid. Dan dan situ, ada banyak rentetan lagu lagi, 
basically documentations tentang apa yang terjadi dalam 
hidupaku. EP 'Tolerate No More , berkisar tentang apa 
yang berlaku pada reformasi 98, tentang pendapat diri dan 
kegawatan ekonomi. Jadi link pada masa tu jadi agak marah 
dan agak keras. Semua ni aku rasa semacam pegolahan 
cerita tentang hidup dalam bentuk lagu/muzik.. Being in a 
punk rock band basically you'll be writing songs about 
everything that surrounds you. Angry young men. Tapi tak 
semestinya punk rock jadi macam tu. You can do or write 
about anything Lovesongs, anyone? :) 



You guys have been around for quite some time, 
besides some changes with band members. What makes 
you guys endure? 

Satu sebabnya passion la kot. Perkongsian idea yang sama. 
Untuk bands supposedly they need to have passion, 
interest, share same ideas and got something to say. That's 
punk rock la for me. Doesn't have to be kena jadi terrer gila 
babi (musicianship) or whatever. But what matters most is 
the idea and having something to say. For me that's punk 
rock! And also having friends wo believe in your ideas. 
That's good enough for me la. 

How do you define being successful as a punk rock band 
in Malaysia? 

Generally, punk rock has been here in Malaysia for a long 
time. Since 1986. Dulu setakat show paling jauh ke 



Boleh kongsi band-band lain dari Sungai Petani, 
especially the ones you like to recommend? Negeri di 
utara semenanjung yang kebanyakan kita tahu, lebih 
didominasi oleh band-band metal, macamana 
penerimaan band-band tersebut dengan kemunculan 
FSF? 

Ada. Bands seperti PCS (Personal Control System) which is 
an old school hardcore band. Stick No Bill. Orkestra Enche 
Amat dan Vanilla Grenade yang bermain punk rock. 
Grindcore bands macam Spermblast dan Rengkong 
Terkeluaq. Band-band ni semua have the same struggle like 
FSF. The idea of being in a punk band muncul secara 
tiba-tiba di scene utara, (yang dulu dominasinya main 
metal) pada mulanya, agak kekok.. Dah la band punk tapi 
tak rupa macam punk. Tapi bila dah lama, diorang ok la. 
Tapi biasa la. Ada yang ok dan ade yang tak ok. 



In your opinion, what makes a song effective? 

For me, any song can be considered as a punk song if it 
has something to say This is very crucial. Tak kira la kalau 
lagu tu lagu politkal versi akustik ke ape. A good song 
should come from the heart. Honest. Tak perlu begitu 
rigid. Ini bukan Hiburan Minggu Ini punya format. Tulis 
what you really believe in. (Although its in-your-face atau 
pun cynical.) Tapi pada masa yang sama, tulis apa yang 
kau rasa , what you stand for . Tapi hindari all the songs 
yang menghukum dan membenci, (contoh: berunsurkan 
sexism, homophobic dan racist). 

Do you think punk rock had made any impact to the 
scene if not the country? 

Bagi aku la. Terima kasih pada MTV sebab punk rock dah 
jadi sangat generic dan basi. Pada aku punk or whatever 
you want to call it, is something yang tak boleh 
di-control, tak boleh dikurung atau dipotong kuku atau 
taring dia untuk jadi jinak. Tidak. Sebab dulu in 80's and 
90's, ia dah berubah jadi macam-macam muka. Dia boleh 
jadi Black Flag, boleh jadi Crass, Bright Eyes, Radiohead 
atau apa-apa lagi la. Bagi aku punk rock masih lagi 
effective, cuma stagnant tu kita hit banyak kali sangat 
sampai kekadang semua orang jadi boring. Masih lagi 
effective, cuma stagnancy on things, (meaning the media 
has taken over the so called punk scene tapi kita as 
people who's doing this can always take it back). Kita 
sendiri boleh jadi the media. All the record labels semua 
dah jadi tepu so kita sendiri boleh jadi the labels, 
distribute stuff and do things n our own. Sekarang pun 
dah banyak orang yang produce material sendiri tapi 
yang penting the networking must be strong la. Idea 
takkan putus kerana adanya band yang mengenengahkan 



sesuatu yang ada kelainan macam Akta Angkasa, 
Deepset, Blood On Wedding Dress dan juga Carburetor 
Dung. Lagi satu yang best about punk rock scene ni dia 
akan sentiasa ada continuity. Bila sesuatu tu mati dia akan 
timbul pulak sesuatu yang baru. Mungkin dia takkan ada 
penghujungnya sebab dia inspire people to do things 
yang diorang nak buat. They can be in any form, activism, 
theater, art, music or whatever. 

Memandangkan kau antara band yang lama dalam 
scene, ada tak mana-mana band baru yang kau nak 
recommend? 

Banyak actually. If you willing to open your heart and your 
mind ada banyak la band yang boleh kau dapat. Macam 
Dum Dum Tak (the all stars heroes, hehe), Pusher, Onani, 
Daghila, Tools of the Trade, Suara Anak Muda, Sarjan 
Hassan, Global Deficiency, Crime Scene, Mass Separation, 
Apparatus, Gasoline Grenade, Always Last and The 
Mindless Show. Basically, kawan-kawan yang inspire 
kawan-kawan la. Apparatus pun ok. 

Kau stick dengan sesuatu band yang kau suka sampai 
bila-bila. Or you ditch them once they sold out? Let's 
say if you got the opportunity to go big, will you take 
the next step? Or a million dollars offer from a giant 
label? 

Macam aku kata sebelum ni. If the bands have something 
good to say, I will always like the band. Macam Rancid 
dan Bad Religion, I've always been a fan of Tim Armstrong 
dan Greg Graffin. Aku memang dan dulu suka band-band 
Lookout! and Epitaph.. I grew up listening to these bands. 
Masa mula-mula major labels discovered band-band ni 
semua memang la aku rase seronok sebab dah start 
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ramai orang tau. Ade jugak yang baru tau akan kata, 
"Hey, this is something new!" Walhal benda ni kita tau 
dah lama. So pada aku it's good in a way that they've 
influenced a larger pool of people. So as long as band 
who got big ni tak terleka dengan apa sex, drugs and 
rock and roll (fame) has to offer, they know their roles in 
influencing with whatever good things they have to say, 
and also be true to themselves, I think that's fine. If for 
me, if I got that opportunity, I don't think I'll go for it. 
Sebab aku rasa bila nak bagi orang lain untuk handle 
benda kita, itu dah bukan punk (gelak). Aku rasa lebih 
selesa kalau aku yang handle sendiri... Lagi satu, kita 
semua tahu the story, once you signed up dengan the 
man. Takkan kita nak cerita yang sama berulang, kan? 

Image wise. How do you deal with people who thinks 
you're not that 'punk' since you're appearance is so 
'normal'? 

[ni bergantung kepada 'persona' kot. Contohnye kalau 
John Hafiz (of Onani) dia ada 'stage persona' dengan 
ber-cross dressing bila perform, aku pulak berpakaian 
sangat normal bila atas stage. Tak tau la Mungkin aku ni 
seorang very plain kot? Tapi aku percaya yang rupa 
takkan mengubah seseorang. If the person is good, then 
he's good la. If he's an asshole. .asshole la. Image or your 
appearance should be the one that you're comfortable 
with. So kau nak pakai apa pun, tadak hal la. Aku selesa 
untuk jadi diri sendiri (FYI, aku takde combat boots, masih 
lagi takde studded jaket dan aku takde buttons seluruh 
tubuh). Pada aku, itu semua tak perlu. 

Anything you like to add before we wrap this up? 

Haha. Keep punking in the real world! Always observe 
and learn before you need to do anything. Be Inspried. 
Be yourself and stay focus.. ..tak kisah, tua ke, muda ke, 
whatever... Just be yourself. I also believe everybody got 
their own. ..originality. Tu je kot... And thank you very 
much for interviewing me.

How are you? What have you been doing lately? 

I can safely say that I am surviving decently. Mundane 
existence. Selling t-shirts, out-sourcing, ejen komisi am, 
playing mr wolf etc. 

Please tell us about yourself and how did you get 
involved with the 'scene? 

Well, I guess the 'involvement in the scene' was due to the 
love of (alternative) music/culture and most of my friends 
at that time were either having the same interest in 
(alternativejmusic/culture or in bands playing them. Note . 
Bukan 'kategori muzik alternatif as defined by Muzik 
Muzik on TV3. 

What do you think of local fanzine nowadays? Can 
you give any comparison between the old and new 
fanzine, content-wise? 

What triggers you to do Biodegradable Material? 

I can't think of a suitable answer cause I don't read any as 
of late except for Innerview "ehem* 

Touch rewind. Take a trip down memory lane. A blast from 
the past. Last millennium. Year 1994 : Biodegradable 
Material was a collective effort of Lee 'former frontman of 
The Pilgrims and Carburetor Dung" and me. The outcome 
of our collective thoughts that needed to be poured out. 
Those thoughts were probably valid at those time but 
nowadays they probably sound like shallow whines and/or 
petty bickenngs.*Disclaimer* 

Why must BM come to an end and later surfaced 
Hickey On Your Brain? 

We only did two issues for BM. I guess all good things 
must come to an end. Putting together collective thoughts 
is not an easy task so the zine sorted of 'fade into oblivion'. 

Is there any conflict of interest between the zine and 
the newsletter which makes you decide to only do the 
newsletter instead? 

Nope. The newsletter was intended to provide (current) 
updates and infos about the scene ASAP which 1 found 
quite impossible in 1996. Nowadays we have blogs, 
Streamyx and www.ricecooker.kerbau.com ;) 

Circa 1996-2000, you have been helping a lot of 
bands in going DIY and successfully made some dirt 
cheap shows which most of the people (especially 
organizers, then) thought it's just impossible to do so. 
What actually make this a success and what drives you 
when you're not even playing in a band? Is it hard to 
organize shows back then? 



It's all about self-empowerment, but at this moment in 
time 1 think it's rather pointless to reminisce about past 
glories or tragedies. We should view things in the present 
and future tense, as mentioned in the crimethlnc book. 
Days of War, Nights of Love, "eclipse the past, usurp the 
future" and I would like to add, live for the moment(s)... 

What do you think of the scene' nowadays? 
What is the strength and which part needs 
improvement? 

In order to progress/improve, we need to 
reevaluate/reassess our ability to take and absorb criticism, 
our threshold level must be adjusted, a wise person once 
said, the first step towards self-improvement is to identify 
and accept a mistake/problem, once you've passed that 
stage, you are already half-way through.

Do you think that US bands started it all and we 
Malaysian bands are merely followers? 

Yes and no-you gotta keep in mind a lot of popular 
music actually originated in the UK-punk, metal, 
industrial, indie, you name it-and it's really nothing 
more than a cultural exchange. When I was a kid there 
was a lot more pure imitation but it seems now the 
Malaysian style is more pronounced. One shouldn't 
underestimate the sheer creativity and ingenuity of our 
local bands-I really liked Skinning Pit, Swirling 
Madness, Skeletanic, Hand-Off, Disorder Track, 
Sputum. ..then we had Another, Amid the Mimic. .there 
was a lot of originality going on. One thing I do find 
unfortunate is that the influence seems one-way: US 
bands influence the Malaysian bands but not the other 
way...? With the advent of the Internet and myspace it's 
easier than ever. tho... 
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Name Malaysian bands that you'll definitely 
recommend to your friends there. 

Hellyeah!!! Dirty Dogs, Catarrh, Sarjan Hassan, 
Negation, Tools of the Trade, Devilica, 
Bloodonweddingdress...and tons more-Enslaved Chaos 
are getting back together too now... 

What do you hate most? Why? 

Religous extremism-because it's a corruption, bigotry, 
prejudice, narrow-mindedness, rules and regulations, 
authoritarianism, persecution, hypocrisy. 

Any plans of coming back to Malaysia? Anything 
else you like to add?

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What made ExCx what it was? I'm gonna say it was the 
line-up...me and Meny were the principal songwriters.1 
lived with him quite a bit-mostly it was cool-his family 
were very nice. ..but anyhoo it gave us an opportunity to 
make up tons of riffs, etc. -we listened to anything and 
everything-from the Mr.T Experience to Baphomet.we 
found value in every type of music-we were very 
open-minded musically-even when nu-metal like KoRn 
and Incubus became popular we got into it-we were a 
tantalizing mixture of U/G and mainstream tastes-another 
thing was that we liked each others riffs/song ideas. I'll be 
honest with ye-every band I've been in, from U.S.S. to 
Fascist Insect, I've tried to steer it in a thrash metal 
direction. When you listen to Enslaved Chaos' shit, you 
can hear traces of Baphomet, Pitch Shifter, Suicidal 
Tendencies, MDC, Sepultura, Rancid, NOFX, Oil. ..We were 
just like a giant synthesizer of ideas and genres. 

What's the reason of you leaving behind the band and 
the country and decided to go back to the US? 

I left ExCx because I was supposed to get married to an 
English girl and settle in England but it didn't happen...so 
that kinda sucked. 

Once you're back in US, we heard that you're joining 
the Marines, and headed to Iraq. Is this true? If it's 
true, why the Marines? 

Ummm...yeah -it was acually the Army, not the 
Marines.. and I've been to Iraq-it sucked. It is a very 
questionable conflict. I mainly joined because my cousin 
was going to join-his dad was like 'you should join tool' I 
had a shitty job working at a supermarket at the time so I 
was like, . sure what the hell'.J've been in for more than 5 
years now. 

Are you the founder of Fascist Insect? Tell us more 
about this band. If you have to choose between EC 
and FI, which one is your choice? 



Yeah pretty much along with our old drummer Lisa and 
our guitar player J ...it just started out as a studio project 
for some songs I had-it was a total vanity project. But as 
the weeks went by the idea of forming an actual band 
became more and more appealing. Choose between...? 
Damn..you ask some hard questions, mister. I guess you 
could say Fxlx is the natural extension of Enslaved 
Chaos-we do use a lot of ExCx riffs/parts and have even 
covered 'We Want Some Violence'. ..but asking a question 
like that is like asking which is your favorite kid-musically, 
there is a fundamental difference-ExCx was more 
HC/punk and Fxlx is more Industrial/thrash I guess. 

Even when you're already in the US, we still feel your 
presence here in Malaysia by all the comments you 
put in blogs and websites (such as ricecooker etc.) You 
seem to have a lot to say about things here. Why? 
Does it really matter to you? 

Yeah I can't turn my back on this country or it's scene-I 
love Malaysia-I honestly consider Pahang like my second 
homeland-and I care about it's scene, whether it's the 
music scene, the political scene-it does matter to me.Jt's 
like a lot of people from my generation grew out of it but 
I'm still into it. Ricecooker is probably the greatest service 
to the U/G scene in Malaysia-it's a great forum-you can 
speak freely and there's tons of information in there. 

Your opinion about the scene in Malaysia. Can you 
make any comparison between the 'scene' now and 
the scene' back then? 

One of the biggest differences between then and now is 
the amount of overseas bands making Malaysia a regular 
tour-stop-when we were just getting into it, this was 
unheard of-also people now are more political, more 
activist. There are more free-thinkers, more organizers. 
But IH be honest with you-a lot of these new people I 
don't know...but that's good too-it means that this thing 
that we love is in good hands, the next generations. 
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It's been 5 years that I've been working with the big 
brother. I'm not complaining much, even though I'm 
aware of my surroundings and the political being. It's not 
dirty, but the hands that interfere with it, is another 
different story. To bite the hands that feed me? Yucks. It's 
dirty. And so is my money. 

(insert hypocrites chant here) 

To tell you the truth, I'm being hated by karma so much 
right now. I'm against all this bullshitting and 
environment-unfriendly people and corporation, but then 
again, I'm working with them. To the extent, I smoke a 
pack of cigarettes daily. Hello karma 

I'm wondering what the purpose of my life is, actually. I 
know that we've our own mission by being born into the 
world. Religiously, it is too personal to tell it here. But 
most of you truly understand what it is all about, right... 

By the way, back to the topic, I realized that most of us are 
really blurred by our own objectives here. Have you keep 
asking yourself, what's next?" 

Basically, I'm searching for the infinite happiness. 
Someone once told me that having great time is one 
thing, having fun is other thing, but to be happy is 
everything. 

Well, have you found yours? Even some of us did not 
know our purpose in life. And still Malaysians really love 
not to read. We're hedonist by nature, I guess. That's why 
anything related to entertainment can be sold like a hot 
fried banana. 

Here's an example. I've been working in Penang before. 
Right in the middle of Georgetown. At one time, the road 
is so quiet when it is already 9pm on Saturday night. I'm 
going out to grab some food, and it is really weird. I 
thought some war, tsunami or earthquake or even 
monsters attacked the city. When I arrived at the nearly 
empty (my favourite) Thai stall, there it is, the answer. The 
TV shows Akademi Pantatsia weekly concert. Owh, that's 
why... Mind you, this thing happened in 2004. Oh, wow... 

So, guys and girls, have you found your purpose in your 
life yet? Let s think about it. 

I was thinking that might be because of our environment, 
genetics, education system (parents, school) and also the 
foods that we consume that made us lazy to read and 
think. Or is it because of our poor command of English. 
Why? Why are we really lazy to read? Is it so hard? Or it is 
more fun watching other people's behaviour or "usya" 
awek instead of reading. Oh yes... 




It seems that TV is the main problem, I guess. With all the 
channels, it is easier and convenience for most of us to flip 
on the channels, rather than flipping on the pages inside a 
book. Moreover, we are the one that really love to watch 
instead of thinking. Do you know that reading to the brain 
is like exercising to the muscle? If you don't work out your 
brain, you know what will happen right? Oh my... 

To tell you the truth, now is the time to phase-shifting 
yourself. Pay attention to books than anything else. 
Become more and more hardworking exercising your 
brains. Come on people, you can do it. How long can you 
stare into the monitor to read blogs? Don't you love your 
eyes, your sights and your brain? 

I hate to include facts and figures here, but we all know 
that most Malaysians read less than we should. That's why 
books are expensive here. The law of demands and 
supply, remember? By the way, how long does it take for 
you to arrive to this page, then? Drop all the magazines 
and newspapers, it is time now to pick up a good book 
and indulge it. For starter, go out and pick some Paulo 
Coelho, "The Alchemist", or Mitch Albom, "Tuesdays With 
Morrie". You won't regret it. 

I didn't say that I'm some sort of an intelligent man, or 
even a smart guy. I just fall in love with reading, infatuate 
with books and having sex with knowledge. Seriously, if 
you don't want to read the books, go and watch the 
informative channels (Discovery, National Geographic, 
etc), or flirt with some foreigners and ask them to teach 
you new languages. As long as you gain knowledge, 
everything is cool. Seriously. 

"The more you learn, the more you don't know.'' 

Have you heard the phrase before? No? That's why you 
should read a book right now. Overload yourself with 
information, get to know new things. Orjust imagine 
yourself being in the place that you cannot afford, orjust 
obtain some information, because my dear, life is a 
learning process. When you stop learning, it's time to say 
goodbye to this cruel world. 
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How did Enslaved Chaos started? What makes EC so EC? 

Enslaved Chaos began. J think around mid-'96-I was in the 
hallway in front of Lau's at Komplek Teruntum-it was on the 
top floor. I was playing a guitar kapok when Meny {ExCx 
guitarist) and two other guys named Urin and Bugie were 
passing by. Meny was interested in my guitar-playing so 
next thing I know were at a Chinese cafe drinking Guinness 
Stout (of course). So we were bullshitting a few minutes 
then Meny suggested we go jam.he was on a big Green 
Day jag at the time so we played some Green Day covers-I 
was on bass-which I felt more confident and comfortable 
playing. We were rounded out by Bugie on drums. Meny 
told me there was a show coming up-he suggested some 
Green Day and I think NOFX covers but I was like 'how 
about some originals?'-He was receptive to the idea. I had 
3 songs I was sitting on-an old song from U.S.S. called 
None' that was on our rehearsal (U.S.S. was my first band 
in KB), plus two I had never shown anyone-one was 
Malaysia Today', which was later used by Molotov, and 
liquid Hate', which I used for Mix-Blood-they were both 
kinda...I donno-like Bad Religion but not as well-done. But 
we didn't care-because we had a show and some original 
material to play out-so altogether we had 5 songs-vve came 
up with a. ..rather makeshift band name (which I won't 
mention because it was so gay) and went to play our show 

The show was at the famous TMS Disco Dangdut-the place 
sucked but at least it was an outlet for kids. I think we 
played with Belacak and Sub-Society-I can't remember. 
What I do remember was Doc Man from the Suspects was 
in our pit-I'll never forget that because I thought it was 
really cool of him-I had hung out with him in K.L and he 
was always cool with me. 

Meny and I, meanwhile were becoming best friends-we 
were hanging out together, writing riffs/music, etc. We got 
rid of Bugie and got Izzat Lobo on drums-he had been in 
Fungus with Meny-we played a few rehearsals together but 
realized Izzat was a greater asset on guitar. A lot of our 
friends knew what we were doing-Panther from D.E.P. 
asked us if we wanted to do a side-project with him on 
drums. I was like 'fuck the side project, join our band'-and 
he did. 

'We had gone for weeks without a band name-Meny had 
already written 'Say You Love Satan'-that was the true 
moment of ExCxs birth (which I supplemented with 'Spiral 
Youth' and Nothing to Gain' and then 'Sick of You'-which 

' Meny wrote the music and words for). ..Meny and I were 
racking our brains trying to come up with something 
cool-we didn't fit in with old or new-school HC people 
musically-we were aiming for full-on thrash-finally, thanks 
to some inspiration fron Lee Skate (who we looked up to 
quiiiite a bit ) and Dayak (!) we had Enslaved Chaos. 

So now the line-up was: Meny (guitar/vox), Izzat Lobo 
(guitar/vox), Mat Ribis (bass/vox) and Panther (drums). 
There were a lot of punk bands around back then-Tayar 
Soton, D.E.P., etc. But I wanna talk more about the 
HC/thrash scene-Kuantan was still going through a 
post-Minority hangover-old-school hardcore punk was 
declining in popularity and new-school was on the rise. 
Kuala Lipis had the Dirty Dogs (who had relocated to Shah 
Alam), in Raub, Smash the System was forming and in 



Kuantan we had By Side Off, who were more new-school. 
Subconsciously, we were in competition with them-not only 
was our bands' music entirely different, we considered 
them to be more 'mat sivik'-we (Meny and I) were raging 
substance-abusers-which is where the infamous slogan 
Drink beer, smoke weed, and listen to Enslaved Chaos' 
came from. So Pok Teh Zul from Temerloh had organized a 
show at d'Carnival in Ampang with By Side-Off...I was like '1 
can't let this happen -so I called him and asked him to put 
us on the bill-he agreed! I didn't even kow him!! But in a 
comic mishap, he accidentally spelled our name Enflaved 
Chaos' on the flyer-it was hilarious! Two of the other bands 
on the bill were Subculture and Vicious Azael-who were 
particularly awesome because they had a drummer/vox-it 
was fuckin' awesome man!! Not long after that, we got 
Kojak (ex-Hustler Honey) on bass and our line-up was 
completed!!

How are you? What have you been doing lately? 

I'm doing okay right now Fascist Insect is in a state of 
extended disarray-no drummer, no shows booked but we 
are planning a split 7" with Necrocannoibalistic 
Vomitorium out of the Ukraine-however, no release date 
has been set yet. 

Tell us about yourself? How and why were you in 
Malaysia at the first place? 

I originally came to Malaysia when I was 9 ot 10-there was 
a Malaysian guy studying in Texas-he was going back to 
Malaysia so my mom let me go with him-I lived there 
about 8 months in Jelawat. Kelantan...a little bit of culture 
shock at first but. ..you know kids are adaptable. I came 
back when in '92 when I was 15 going on 16. .1 was having 
problems with my parents-mainly because the fact that...I 
don't know- 1 was becoming a teenager-I was getting into 
bands like W A S P., Anthrax, Metallica . my mom is a 
devout Muslim so I guess she saw this as a cultural 
threat-which it was. Not only that, she didn't want me 
around-I was getting too big. She sent me back to live with 
the same Kelantanese guy. He was an abusive piece of shit 
but I was giad to be way from my 'parents'-because now I 
could rock out He sent me to study in Kelantan . it was 
supposed to be a PERK1M school but instead I learned how 
to play guitar and I got into bands like Autopsy, Nuclear 
Assault. Suicidal Tendencies. Entombed, Catarrh, F.T.G., 
Bumiputra Rockers, all kinds of grindcore, Industrial. ..the 
vice-principal of the school was a dedicated Tabligh 
member and an activist for PAS so he would always try to 
politicize the new converts to Islam-classic opportunist. 
Needless to say I would be there as little as 
possible-usually I would go to Hankyu Jaya or Hani's in 
downtown Kota FJharu-PAS had won the state I think in '90 
or '91 but there was still some residual decadence-there 
were a lot of hot chicks, some mat thrash still lurking 
around .it was a good scene-it was easy to find tapes so 
my collection grew exponentially 

Your ability to master Bahasa Melayu and speak 
Kelantanese are very impressive. How long does it take 
for you to be at this stage? Guano demo boieh kecek 
lagu tu? 

Laaaa...it's nothing. Malay isn't hard to learn-it is a 
combination of Sanskrit, Arab and English vocabulary with 
Polynesian grammar. To get up to a good conversational 
level took about ...6 months.. I tried to avoid speaking 
Kelantanese because I was scared I might fuck it up but in 
'94 I was on vacay so I hung out with all the mat kelantan's 
in Gombak-it was death metal as fuck. I also joined Slum 
Scum for a little bit-honestly it was their dying gasp But it 
was an eye opener as far as social problems and poverty 
goes-a lot of the guys were on drugs-we never had money, 
a lot were homeless-they would just bounce back and 
forth between their friends rumah setinggan.Jt was bad 
shit but I got a little part-time job at a kedai makan so I at 
least had some bus fare, money for cigarettes etc. ( I quit 
smoking in March 2006). But when I was in Kelantan, I was 



encouraged to learn/speak the standard language-it was 
funny at times to hear the Kelantanese trying to speak 
it-you could tell it was awkward but they did it for my sake 
so I'm grateful.

Sebab dia adalah kerana lagu Dilarang Melarang . Aku dapat idea 
untuk tajuk lagu ni dan Hishamuddin Rais biia dia ada berbincang 
dengan Sisters Of Islam tentang satu protes tentang satu isu 
larangan. Tapi yang menarik pehatian aku bila Hisham ada 
menyebut tentang dilarang melarang, yang membuatkan terus aku 
tertangkap dengan frasa tu. Pada aku ia adalah frasa yang sangat 
catchy. Dan situ terus saya menulis lirik tentang lagu tu. Jadi 
berbalik pada persoalan penglibatan Gasoline Grenade dalam show 
ni adalah kerana apa yang saya buat seperti music dan art 
sebenamya selari. Lagu itu jugak pencetus idea untuk poster 
Malaysian Dilemma itu. 

Jadi setuju tak kalau kita kata yang art kau juga selari dengan 
idea punk rock kau? Apa progress dengan Gasoline Grenade 
setakat ni? 

Macam yang aku percaya, punk rock is about conflict. Jadi ini 
semua adalah aku punya personal conflict terhadap persekitaran 
aku. Idea punk rock yang menarik minat aku adaiah dasar 
anti-establishment yang menolak segala bentuk kongkongan. Yes, 
ia selari. visual art dan music adalah dalam bentuk seni, Cuma 
medium, bentuk dan cara membacanya berbeza. GG dalam 
perancangan untuk membuat split release bersama The Mindless 
Show(kalau tak silap) dan dijangka terbit dalam penghujung tahun 
ni. Tapi sekarang aku cuma concentrate dengan band baru. Anarki 
Lumpur. 

Apa band yang kau suka dan kenapa? Ceritakan sikit cerita 
dalam video Dilarang Melarang ni. 

Aku suka The Cure sebab lirik dan music arrangement nya. Juga 
bassistnya Simon Gallop. Pasal video Dilarang Melarang ni, saya 
collaborate dengan Fairuz Sulaiman (Blur) dan Ibrahim Haris 
(videographer dari Malaysia Kini). Jadi saya mintak permission dari 
dia untuk dapatkan footage demonstrasi Terima kasih jugak pada 
V.K. Linggam dan Gwo Burne, sebab dia record part... 
"Correct..Correct...Correct...Correct..." Dan saya berpuashati kerana 
video ini jugak ternyata dapat member impak kepada sesiapa yang 
menontonnya. Oh ya, Alak dari Carburator Dung/Pusher/The Hot 
Jilat dan John Hafiz dari Onani tolong kami jadi backing vocal 
dalam lagu ini. Thanks bossss!! 

Sebagai artist atau sebagai vocal untuk band, mana yang lebih 
efektif dalam menyampaikan message anda? Apa perancangan 
kau lepas show ni? 

Bergantung pada audience sebenamya. Buat lukisan terhad dalam 
satu bilik pameran. Sama jugak kalau main band, bila perform cuma 
audience yang hadir will capture the moment and live music. Jadi 
tahap efektifnya lebih kurang sama. Lepas show ni, aku bercadang 
nak buat satu projek dengan Kojek berjudul 'No Project'. Aku nak 
kumpuikan iebih banyak lagi notis larangan. jadi aku kumpul 
larangan dari Pantai Barat Semenanjung, Sabah dan Sarawak dan 
Kojek akan in charge bahagian Pantai Timur. Ini merupakan 
continuity dari apa yang ada sekarang. 

What do you think of the local art scene currently? 

Aku rasa ramai artist baru yang muncul adalah lebih kritis. Ini 
mungkin disebabkan oleh condition persekitaran dan isu-isu 
semasa. Banyak artspace dan collective yang muncul. Dan semakin 
banyak pameran. band, video, teater dan performance art yang 

gila-gila.

Pernah 
tak dapat komplen sebab kau begitu berani 
meletakkan muka tokoh-tokoh politik terkemuka? 
Bagi series Pelan Cap, Idea imej dan teks ini dah wujud 
agak lama dulu masa aku mula belajar di UiTM. Aku 
sebenarnya ambil jurusan Graphic Design masa first 
semester tapi aku rasa macam aku tak boleh nak buat 
kerja-kerja graphic ni. Kemudian aku pernah tunjuk work 
aku kepada seorang lecturer Fine Arts, dan dia bagitahu 
aku, "Macam ni la, masuk fine art", sebab dia rasa aku ni 
agak hopeless untuk buat graphic design disebabkan 
kemalasan aku, Aku adalah seorang yang suka pada 
low-tech graphic macam gambar pada kicap cap tamin 
dan kicap kipas udang, contohnya. Logo-logo tu aku suka 
sebab dia simple dan jujur. Ianya direct sebagai contoh 
kalau kau tengok gambar kipas udang tu memang kipas 
udang la. Aku sukakan cara penyampaian tu la. Jadi bila 
aku nak buat show ni, aku dah fikirkan tentang title show 
ni laitu Pelan-Pelan dan Bilik Gerakan. Sebab kita semua 
ada banyak pelan. Pelan A, Pelan B, Pelan Tindakan , 
Pelan Rancangan Malaysia Ke-9 dan macam-macam 
pelan lagi laJadi aku terfikir nak buat tentang pelan cap 
saya misal kata dan frasa ni membawa dua maksud. Tu 
yang aku suka bermain dengan perkataan melayu ni 
sebab dia ada banyak lapisan. Misal kata Pelan, boleh 
membawa maksud pelan (plan) atau perlahan (slow). Jadi 
bila Pelan Cap digabungkan boleh membawa maksud 
Pelan Cap itu sendiri masturbator. Lebih lanjut cerita 
tentang pelan cap ni sebagai contoh, masa Pak Lah baru 
menjadi Perdana Menteri.dia punya famous tagline ialah 
"Bekerjalah dengan saya, bukan untuk saya."

Fahmi : Aku suka persembahan pelan hang ni dalam 
black and white sebab pada aku ianya jujur. Ada 
pelan (pelan lagi... ) nak buat dia dalam color? 

Aku ni seorang Virgo jadi agak fussy dalam detail-detail 
sebegini. Sebab siri paintings aku sudah bermain dengan 
ukuran, warna dan texture jadi ianya lebih bersifat 
abstrak. Oleh sebab itu aku mahukan penyampaian 
pelan ini terus kepada sesiapa sahaja yang melihatnya.

Lagu negaraku pun 
meniru lagu orang lain. So budaya ciplak ni dari dulu 
sampai sekarang tak habis-habis. Best kan? 

Seperti yang kau kata, kau tak berpihak mana-mana 
parti politik tapi kenapa kau pilih Nurul Izzah untuk 
merasmikan show kau? Apakah reaksi Nurul Izzah 
tentang show kau? 

Mulanya Hishamuddin Rais yang mencadangkannya. Aku 
pun pada mulanya tak bersetuju dan ada Annexe 
bercadang untuk memanggil Sivarasa untuk merasmikan 
show aku ini. Tapi setelah aku berbincang dengan 
Hishamuddin tentang apa relevannya untuk 
mendapatkan Nurul Izzah, salah satu sebabnya ialah dia 
salah satu ikon generasi baru (muda) yang sedikit 
sebanyak akan membawa suatu kumpulan baru yang 
akan mengambil tahu tentang apa yang aku Cuba 
sampaikan. Reaksi Nurul Izzah adalah positif terhadap 
show aku ni dan aku rasa dia faham dengan apa yang aku 
cuba sampaikan melalui siri pelan dan bilik gerakan ini 
dan juga video Dilarang Melarang yang dimainkan.

Saiam untuk pembaca semua. Kali ini aku ingin berkongsi 
luahan perasaan tatkala Ramadhan mengintai dalam seminggu 
saja lagi- Opps.bukan aku ingin bertazkirah di sini ya (hoho!) 
cuma hendak berkongsi sedikit perihal Ramadhan dan 
seterusnya Syawal dalam kacamata masyarakat Melayu Malaysia 
yang aman makmur ni. 

Aku tak berapa gundah sangat akan kedatangan bulan 
Ramadhan ni kerana pada bulan ni ramai sungguh umat yang 
sedar insaf dan mula menjamah sejadah yang dah lama 
m dilupakan. tak kurang juga yang sibuk mencari idea di mana 
lokasi yang sesuai untuk menikmati juadah briyani ayam 
sewaktu azan Zohor atau cari port menyedut asap rokok. Itu 
korang punya pasallah kan sebab tak kacau akupun. Tapi yang 
paling aku risaukan ialah bulan Syawal atau kita panggil bulan 
raya. ..kenapa tu ? 

Sepatutnya semua rasa bahagia apabila raya nak menjelang, 
almaklumlah masa inilah kita hendak berpakaian cantik, 
bersedekah duit raya dan berziarah ke rumah sanak saudara dan 
kawan-kawan, Tapi bags aku sendiri dan pastinya terdapat 
sekelompok pembaca yang akan bersetuju dengan aku bahawa 
musim perayaan adalah medan untuk menunjuk-nunjuk dan 
membandingkan pencapaian sesama sendiri selain daripada 
medan pertembungan kereta-kereta, kereta-motor, kereta-lori, 
bas ekspres-tiang lampu dan pejalan kaki dijalan raya. 

Korporat-keparat dan syarikat-syarikat besar mula memilih 
rumah anak-anak yatim yang sesuai sebagai penenma 
sumbangan duit raya dan baju raya sewaktu artis-artis dan 
wartawan 'Melodi' serta seluruh media cetak merakamkan 
peristiwa penyerahan cek-cek yang besar. Ini aku harapkan 
adalah ikhlas dan selain itu mesti nak elak cukai la kan... tak gitu. 
Business is still business to businessmen. 

Bagi keluarga aku yang tidak sebesar mana ini, setiap kali 
menjelang Aidilfitri, hanya rendang mak, ketupat serta 
kuih-muih yang mengisi keceriaan kami sekeluarga. Layan 
makan aje lah. Kalau beraya di Kuala Lumpur lagilah tak sama 
macam di bandar sebab tentulah ramai jiran yang balik 
kampung. Jiran-jiran memang ramai tapi kebanyakannya warga 
asinglah, Myanmar, Bangladesh, Indonesia dan Iain-Iain. Hendak 
berziarahpun kami sekeluarga (aku, suami dan anak-anak) rasa 
tak sanggup kerana sehingga kini kami belum lagi memiliki 
sejenis ciptaan manusia yang telah dinobatkan sebagai tahap 
dewa oleh ramai manusia lain, kiranya kalau siapa yang tak ada 
benda ni memang low class' ...tentulah besi bergerak empat 
roda yang makan minyak tu. 

Bagi rakan baik aku yang sudah menjanda hampir empat tahun, 
sepupu perempuanku yang sudah mencecah usia 35 tahun tapi 
belum bertemu jodoh, untuk kakak aku yang sudah bergelar ibu 
tunggal sejak raya tahun lepas, semuanya dikategorikan sebagai 
kekurangan sesuatu iaitu suami'. Bayangkan keinginan wanita 
untuk mencium tangan suami sewaktu pagi raya yang syahdu 
serta berkumpul bersama anak-anak ..memang macam daiam 
iklan Petronas beb! Tetapi ada juga sekelompok wanita yang 
tidak teringin langsung mencium tangan suami dia yang 
pemabuk, kaki perempuan dan pinjam duit ahlong sana sini 
kerana kalau tak ada lagi bagussss ... 

Selalunya ada golongan yang sudah cukup lengkap persiapan 
hart rayanya, cadar, langsir, kuih, kereta menjalar dan rumah 
bercat baru selain anak-anak dan suami di sisi masing-masing 
tetapi setiap kali menjelang raya tetap kekurangan 
sesuatu. ..kerana kawan-kawan dan jiran tak datang waktu open 
house yang dianjurkan. Yelah, penat buat loan Bank Rakyat, kad 



kredit dan macam-macam loan yang aku pun tak berapa tau 
sangat sebab nak beraya sakan tapi tak ada penghayatnya. Yang 
ini para pembaca teka sendirilah apakah sesuatu yang kurang. 

Musim perayaan sepatutnya diraikan secara sederhana saja. 
Memanglah cliche bunyinya kan.. tapi apa yang boieh kita buat? 
Disebabkan sikap dan pandangan kita yang tak boleh kalah, 
ego, suka membanding-bandingkan dan membuat orang lain 
berasa inferior' supaya kita boleh berasa superior' ...Walaupun 
puasa sebulan penuh (kadang-kadang sebab nak sumbat badan 
yang kembang dalam kebaya bertatah batu 'bling-biing' supaya 
orang puji konon dah kurus) menyebabkan aku dan ramai lagi 
manusia yang tak cukup lengkap di mata kamu semua yang dah 
rasa bagus sangat dan kami perlu mengikut segala telunjuk dan 
kehendak kamu berasa fobia dengan kedatangan Syawal 
Padahal aku cukup bahagia kalau aku dan kaum keluarga dapat 
berjumpa di luar musim perayaan kerana ianya lebih tulus dan 
sememangnya mengeratkan silaturrahim Takkan tunggu raya 
baru nak sembang, tanya khabar (pakai kereta apa sekarang, 
anak dah berapa orang, bini dah berapa orang, kerja pangkat 
apa etc. etc.) dan play catching up'. Kadang-kadang mereka 
yang serba lengkap tu kenalah berperasaan sikit bahawa 
kadang-kadang bukannya saudara dan kawan-kawan tak nak 
datang cuma kamf ni malas nak mem'vunerable'kan diri dan 
membiarkan tetamu-tetamu kamu semua melontarkan 
pandangan jelik apabila melihat circus show of my husband, my 
kids and me with my swelling belly on a motorbike, or taking 
buses, trains and what-not just to show our support for your 
open house. Mungkin kamu semua berkata di dalam hati, 
kesian dia tu, tapi kenapa diorang tu tak nak buat sesuatu 
untuk anak-anak diorang?' Tap! dalam hati aku dan mereka 
yang faham dengan keadaan ini pulak berkata, Kesian diorang 
tu, habisjiwa buta dibeli harta dunia... padahal semua orang tau 
kebahagiaan yang kekal tak melibatkan langsung harta benda 
dan hak milik kat dunia ni.' Mungkin sebab aku selalu cuba 
tanamkan rasa bersyukur kerana masih ada ramai insan yang 
tidak berpeluang menerima pendidikan, menekan-nekan 
komputer macam aku sekarang ni, api dan letrik pun tak ada, 
rumah nak roboh, anak-anak 12 orang. ...and you are 
complaining with your thousands rm fixed income salary, nice 
house and 1 or 2 kids the most, kenapa tak datang raya kat 
rumah aku? Kenapa tak call aku? Aku kan sedara kau / best 
friend kau / band mate kau?" Ni apo kono eh jang. .?? 

Kesimpulannya, aku terimbau perbualan antara aku dan editor 
dulu yang menjawab pertanyaan aku, Beb, aku ni bukan punk 
rocker, aku tak main band dan aku tak de knowledge pun 
tentang music scene kebenda nih .macam poser pulak pasal aku 
cuma tau buat artwork dan jaga anak-anak je... so patutke aku 
menulis dalam Innerview kau nih?" Diajawab, "La jangan 
risau ...kau tu memang punk rock pasal punk rock bukan pasal 
music je, it's either you get it or you don't*. Rupa-rupanya dunia 
punk rock ni terlampau ramainya poser sampai mereka 
sendiripun sebenarnya don't even get it or just pretend that you 
got it.HOHOHO So, lain kali jangan ingat diri tu perfect 
sangatlah okay ...belajar-belajarlah bersyukur dan rendah hati 
Sometimes you also hurt your friends' and family feelings but 
we just let it go and not making it such a big issue because we 
believe there's always a reason why you made the decision and 
we try to respect everyone's feelings. Oh well, nobody's perfect, 
not even punk rockers, duh!
